’ Second, that the conference examine questions per- 
taining to the granting of sovereignty and independence 
to all three Indochinese states and to holding in these states 
free elections. as well as the withdrawal ofall foreign 
troops from Indochina. 

Third, that direct contact between represenatives of 
both sides be insured to discuss political questions. 

“Consider these three proposals. Does any one of them, 
or all of them in combination, justify’the charge that Molo- 
tov has “demanded” all of Indochina? 

On the contrary, since we are forever talking about 
the necessity of free elections and of respect for the sover- 
eign rights of nations, it would seem that Molotov is say- 
ing the same thing so many of our governmental and trade 
union leaders have said. What, therefore, is the reason for 
suppressing and distorting his position? 
~~ The aim of such distortion is not to expedite the na- 
tional liberation of Viet Nam, Laos and Cambodia, but to 
maintain colonialism and try to expand the war in Indo-

That is exactly what happened earlier this week; when 
the Labor and Commerce Department’ surveys on employ- 
ment were due. The Labor Department figures showed 
that all but 16 of the 149 industrial-areas surveyed are now 
. in varying degrees “surplus labor’ areas, with a new cate- 
gory called “very substantial surplus labor” created in 
which to place seven areas with more than 12 percent of 
the total labor force jobless. : 

The Commerce Department's monthly sampling show 
ed that May, when employment usually rises steeply, pro- 
duced a drop. in unemployment of only 160,000, bringing 
the monthly figure to 3,305,000—two million above last 
year. What is even more significant, is the disclosure that 
cturing employment dropped substantially for the 
- eighth successive month. , 

Instead of paying attention to cries from the labor 
movement for serious action now to prevent another down- 
ward tumble in late summer of fall, the administration put 


forward Dr. Arthur R. Barns, the president's chief eco-. 


nomic advisor, to assure newsmen that the recession is 
“about over and that he looks to an “early increase.”
